DAYTON IS WHERE BROTHERS WILBUR AND ORVILLE WRIGHT lived and worked 
and made their dream of man-in-flight a reality. Located at the intersection of 1-75 and 1-70, the "Crossroads of 
America," where opportunities for discovery, learning and fun await visitors to Dayton/Montgomery County. 



Here, you can trace the story of 
aviation from its infancy in the Wright 
Brothers' bicycle shop, along the driving 
stops of the Aviation Trail, at the four 
primary sites of the Dayton Aviation 
Heritage National Historical Park, and in 
the world-renowned National Museum 
of the United States Air Force. Today, 
the latest innovations in aerospace 
technology are being developed at the Air 
Force Research Labs at Wright-Patterson 
Air Force Base. There is no other place 
in the world where visitors can see and 
experience the authentic story of the 
past, present and future of aviation. 

The National Museum of the United 
States Air Force is the world's largest and 
oldest military aviation museum, and 
Ohio's most visited free tourist attraction, 
featuring 17 acres of exhibit space, more 
than 360 aerospace vehicles from hot air 
balloons to presidential aircraft and the 
NASA Space Shuttle Crew Compartment 
Trainer. Stop in the connected National 
Aviation Hall of Fame to learn about 
pioneers of flight. 


Dayton's innovative spirit is also evident 
in its other world-class attractions. Dayton's 
Carillon Historical Park features the Wright 
Flyer III, the world's first practical airplane 
and the only plane to be recognized as a 
National Historic Landmark, plus 30 historic 
buildings on a 65-acre campus that tell the 
creative and inventive history of Dayton. 

The Dayton Art Institute is regarded 
as one of the nation's best mid-sized art 
museums and features works by world- 
famous painters, such as Monet and Degas. 
Visitors of all ages can explore and learn 
at the Boonshoft Museum of Discovery 
where adventures range from the Discovery 
Zoo, the Caryl D. Philips Space Theater and 
Planetarium Observatory and the Science- 
Technology Center to natural history 
museum exhibits. Or, step back in time at 
SunWatch Indian Village, a reconstructed 
800-year-old Fort Ancient Indian village. 

In the mood for some outdoor 
adventure? Dayton's Five Rivers 
MetroParks offer nearly 16,000 acres 
of green space in 24 parks including 
arboretums, gardens, farms, prairies, lakes, 


rivers and trails. The Dayton Dragons, a 
Class-A affiliate of the Cincinnati Reds, and 
professional sports record-holders for the 
most consecutive sold-out games, wow 
crowds in the 7,200-seat Fifth Third Field in 
downtown Dayton. 

Amazing cultural experiences abound 
in Dayton, where the Dayton Ballet, the 
Dayton Philharmonic, the Dayton Opera, 
the Dayton Contemporary Dance Company 
and the Victoria Theatre Association, 
among other performing arts groups, 
astound audiences. Visitors also are certain 
to enjoy the plethora of local independent 
restaurants and unique shopping venues.

Navigate your way to aviation sites, delicious dining and exciting nightlife. 


9 A.M. Kick off your day with a fun-filled 
exploration of the National Museum of the 
United States Air Force (937/255-3286, 
www.nationalmuseum.af.mil), the world's 
largest and oldest military aviation museum 
and the state's most visited free attraction. 
Check out more than 360 aerospace 
vehicles and missiles from various wars 
throughout history, get in on the action with 
a simulated space shuttle landing in the 
Crew Compartment Trainer exhibit, or take 
in a show at the new Digital 3D Theatre 
— the largest screen in Southwest Ohio. 
Adjacent to the museum, you'll find the 
National Aviation Hall of Fame 
(937/256-0944, www.nationalaviation.org), 
dedicated to honoring individuals who have 
uniquely contributed to America's rich 
legacy of aviation achievement. The Hall of 
Fame houses exhibits dedicated to famous 
flyers such as Amelia Earhart, the Wright 
Brothers and Charles Lindbergh, and covers 
the full arena of flight including military, 
commercial, sport aviation and space flight. 

NOON At lunchtime, visit hometown 
Marion's Piazza (937/435-3300, 
www.marionspiazza.com), where you'll 
devour delicious Italian pies in an indoor 
courtyard or for New York style pizzas 
that soar over and over before landing in 
the oven, zip off to Dayton's Flying Pizza 
(937/222-8031 , www.originalflyingpizza.com), 
which has several locations including 


1 P.M. Return to the origins of flight at 
Carillon Historical Park (937/293-2841, 
www.carillonpark.com), home to the 1905 
Wright Flyer III, the world's first practical 
airplane created and piloted by the Wright 
Brothers and the only plane recognized as 
a National Historic Landmark. While at the 
Park, check out Ohio's largest carillon and 
the Carillon Brewing Company (opening 
in 2014), the first brewery in an American 
museum, where period techniques are 
demonstrated. Kids can explore the juvenile 
manufacturing company and the soapbox 
derby display, ride the Carousel of Innovation 
or view the Dayton-made NCR cash registers. 
Then, buy tickets to embark on a tour of 
Hawthorn Hill, the Wright Family mansion. 

3P.M. Some of the region's most treasured 
historic sites are part of the Dayton 
Aviation Heritage National Historical Park, 
which tells the story of Dayton's airplane 
inventors Wilbur and Orville Wright and 
their childhood friend, Paul Laurence 
Dunbar, the nation's first recognized African- 
American poet and writer (937/225-7705, 
www.nps.gov/daav). Explore where the 
Wright Brothers first imagined man in 
flight at the Wright Cycle Company and 
Wright-Dunbar Interpretive Center, which 
also houses the Parachute Museum. Next 
experience the National Park's Huffman 
Prairie Flying Field and Interpretive 
Center, or various stops along the Aviation 
Trail driving tour.
